dairy management and pub- 
lic health that now generally 
conceded equally important 
with tuberculosis and Bang’s Dis- 
ease. 

mammitis, garget, lumpy milk, 
stringy inflammation 
the udder, and particularly 
those cells the udder which se- 
crete milk. Inflammation the 
udder always associated with cer- 
tain bacterial invasions, but care 
and feed are indirect factors. 
normal, healthy udder produces 
pure, safe milk; but careful examin- 
ation the udder and the milk 
necessary establish the nor- 
mality and health the organ.

manifestations mastitis

Cause 


investigators report that 
eighty-five ninety-nine per 
cent the cases observed the bacte- 
rial invasion the udder due 
streptococcus. Inasmuch the 
streptococci can found prac- 
tically all stables must assumed 
that most cows are exposed the 
infection number times before 
the conditions are favorable for 
invasion the udder. When the 
streptococcus does invade the udder 
probably establishes itself within 


the cells that secrete the milk, since 
the secreting tissue and the support- 
ing tissue the udder are the only 
types present. The 
ent are important not only 
they contaminate the milk and cause 
high bacteria count, but their 
effect upon the secretory cells the 
udder vastly more important 
economically. The damage they 
endangering the health and 
even the life human beings can- 
not given money value, but one 
type streptococcus causes septic 
sore throat, and another type causes 
scarlet fever. 

When the streptococcus 
the mammary gland destroys 
some the secretory and the 
extent the damage directly pro- 
portionate the severity the 
attack. When one 
secreting cells has been destroyed 
can never replaced another 
secreting cell. Instead, its place 
occupied scar tissue. Normal, 
healthy mammary tissue soft and 
pliable, whereas scar tissue very 
firm substance. The difference 
tween the two kinds tissue 
marked that mass scar tissue 
buried the depth quarter 
the udder can felt careful pal- 
pation manipulation. 


Contributing Causes 


LTHOUGH bacteria are always 

present and must considered 
the primary essential cause the 
disease, nevertheless certain other 
conditions and practices seem 
is, they appar- 
ently pave the way for the strep- 
tococcus enter. these predis- 
posing factors the act milking 
offers some very 
bilities. 

begin with one the more 
common dairy practices, let con- 
sider the matter washing the ud- 
ders, wiping with damp cloth 
before milking. Too often this 
done putting quart two 
water pail, adding little disin- 
fectant, grabbing wash cloth from 
convenient nail hook, and 
ing atit. Let assume that new 
cloth being used this time. 
dipped into the clean water, 
wrung out, and then used wipe 
the udder the first cow. Because 
lot handier wipe several 
udders while the hands are wet, 
three four udders are wiped be- 
fore the cloth put back into the 
pail.

Now 
hang this cloth convenient nail 
until the following milking—thus 
giving each bacteria present op- 
portunity multiply several times 
when you reach for the 
next milking just picture the vari- 
ety bacteria with which teem- 
ing. 

Machine milking often dis- 
cussed possible means pre- 
disposing mastitis, but un- 
likely that milking machine has 
any tendency prepare the udder 
for mastitis. However, the con- 
tact between the teat and the teat- 
cup intimate that mechanical 
‘milker will doubtless cause the in- 
fection spread more rapidly 
than will hand milking. large 
herds where hand milking not 
practical this feature can com- 
batted rinsing the teat-cups and 
tubes with warm disinfectant so- 
lution after each cow 
milked. 


Feed Factor 

blamed for mastitis, and high 
protein feeds are said especially 
the practice feeding high-pro- 
tein diet has any direct tendency 
produce mastitis; but true that 
when cows are being forced for maxi- 
mum production they consume large 
amounts protein-rich concen- 
trates, and also true that they 
are more subject udder trouble. 
The explanation lies the fact that 
the udders these cows are being 
taxed the utmost, and the resist- 
ance infections all kinds 
greatly reduced, that mastitis 
can establish itself higher per- 
centage udders cows forced 
feeding. 

The relationship existing between 
mastitis and various other infectious 
diseases also for consider- 
ation. the diseases mentioned 
this connection Bang’s Disease 
probably the most prominent. That 
Bang’s Disease (so-called contagious 
abortion) can establish 
manently the udder unques- 
Careful ex- 
amination tissues from the udders 
cows known have Bang-infect- 
udders has failed reveal any 
marked destruction the secretory 
when the Bang infection was 
hot associated with mastitis. How- 


ever, little has been determined 
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the resistance such udders 
mastitis infection. may that 
plan will evolved demons- 
trate the comparative resistance 
and when such plan 
worked out may know whether 
not Bang infection the udder 
predisposes mastitis. 

Another infectious disease com- 
monly linked with mastitis, when 
the problem being discussed, 
metritis—infection the uterus 
womb. The nervous and the gland- 
ular control the mammary sys- 
tem closely interwoven with 
that the reproductive system that 
this very logical connection 
suspect, and observations indicate 
that udder infections are relatively 
common cows suffering from 
metritis. 

Other factors which are less com- 
mon, but more dangerous, are such 
practices failure milk the udder 
dry; using dirty milking tube 
dilator, and this includes especially 
such substitutes the goose quill 
and the match toothpick; strip- 
ping the fore-milk onto the floor: 
rough handling the udder and 
teats, thus bruising the tissues; wet 
milking; leaving milk the 
udder long that the tissue 
bruised the distention. 


Diagnosis 

HEN the symptoms are well de- 

veloped the diagnosis evi- 
dent, but early diagnosis more 
difficult. the same time of- 
fers practically the only hope re- 
covery, early diagnosis the 
goal strive toward. 

mastitis has been more less preva- 
lent, thorough examination each 
cow’s udder should the first step. 
When used conjunction with one 
more tests the milk, very favor- 
able results are usually secured. 
The examination most reliable 
conducted when the udder has just 
been milked out. udder dis- 
tended with milk, udder 
swollen just before just after 
calving, very little can deter- 
mined.

Having ascertained the relative 
size and consistency the several 
quarters, examine lightly over the 
surface each quarter determine 
whether the lobules the udder are 
regular irregular.

The final step the examination 
deep and forceful manipulation 
each quarter ascertain the 
presence nodules bunches deep- 
imbedded the mammary tissue. 

This examination will yield 
great deal information anyone 
who has become proficient it. 
Any breeder dairyman can be- 
come very adept it, but the veteri- 
narian has occasion use this ex- 
amination almost every day; and 
inasmuch mastitis often be- 
comes public health problem the 
veterinarian should called 
institute control measures. 


Supporting Evidence 

THER methods diagnosis are 

used, but they should supple- 
ment the examination rather than 
take its place. 
metric tests have been perfected 
the point where they can used 
the stable, thus eliminating the 
carrying samples laboratory. 
the tests based change 
color the bromthymol blue thy- 
bromol test the one most widely 
used. based upon the fact 
that milk drawn from quarter 
that has been damaged strep- 
tococci has become slightly alka- 
line reaction, whereas normal 
milk neither acid nor alkaline. 
The indicator used changes from 
red acid solution blue 
alkaline solution. milk this blue 
becomes green. again ex- 
perience with the test adds value 
the interpretation. Inconsistent 
results may obtained with this 
test alkaline water used 
rinse the tubes, and some the 
water remains the tube after 
rinsing.

Progeny Test Real Proof 
experience and science have 
proved, however, the satisfac- 
tion nearly all concerned, that the 
proof the breeding animal lies 
the performance his her get. 
This the final and the only real 
proof. other words, still de- 
mand good individuality, 
back and scrutinize the ancestors 
for real merit and then make the 
thing foolproof subjecting our 
animals the progeny test. The 
man intelligence who will rigidly 
apply these rules his breeding 

operations bound succeed. 
Now this progeny test means that 
are getting records the daugh- 
stances have can get records 
their dams. was from these 
facts that the idea bull index 
was conceived. Three methods 
have been proposed for indexing 
bulls and will examine them 
the course this article, but before 
doing let examine the basis 
which practically all them rest. 
this, that when two extremes 
are mated, the offspring tend 
average about midway between the 
two parents, especially the char- 
acteristic determined several 
many genes factors. For ex- 
ample, when tall man marries 
short woman, the average mean 
height their. children will 
about half way between the two 


parents, Dr. Castle found, 
when crossed large race rab- 
bits weighing the average 5,500 
grams with small race weighing 
the average 1,500 grams, the off- 
spring averaged about 3,500 grams 
weight, Dr. Jull showed 
when large breed poultry 
(2,989 grams) was crossed with 
small breed (545 grams) the off- 
spring averaged about 1,453 grams. 

This same natural law also ap- 
plies general way the field 
milk production, and butter fat 
percentage dairy cattle. this 
latter case, however, one the 
parents, the bull, gives milk. 
With the rabbits the poultry 
mentioned above, can put them 
all the and ascertain their 
weight.

Yapp Index 


the Illinois Experiment Station 
Report for 1924, Professor 
Yapp suggested the following for- 
mula for arriving bull’s trans- 
mitting ability: X=2a-b. 
this formula (X) the bull’s trans- 
mitting ability; (a) the average 
production his daughters, and 
(b) the average production the 
dams, both daughters’ and dams’ 
records having been corrected ac- 
cording the Gaines-Davidson for- 
mula (.4 milk fat) four 
per cent fat basis. For example, 
the daughters averaged 10,000 
pounds four per cent milk and the 
dams 7,000 pounds four per cent 
milk, then the bull’s transmitting 
ability would 10,000 20,000 
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7,000=13,000 pounds four 
per cent milk, the daughters 
averaged 7,000 pounds four per 
cent milk and their dams 10,000 
pounds four per cent milk, then 
would have 7,000 
10,000=4,000 pounds four per 
cent milk=bull’s transmitting abil- 
ity. other words, this system 
says that the daughters fall just 
half way between the two par- 
ents that the bull’s transmit- 
ting ability much higher 
(or lower) than the daughters 
the daughters are higher (or 
lower) than their dams. 

This system based blending 
intermediate inheritance, which 
the type inheritance found 
many other quantitative characters. 
inference this would seem 
the most likely type inheritance 
expected the quantitative 
characteristics amount milk and 
percentage butter fat, although 
cannot definitely proved be- 
the bull actually produces 
milk. 

this form this index has the 
disadvantage 
amount milk from percentage 
butter fat, that is, the bull’s trans- 
mitting ability always expressed 
terms four per cent milk and 
not given separate index for 
amount milk and percentage 
butter fat. While has not been 
proved that amount milk and 
percentage butter fat are in- 
herited separately, fact one would 
expect find negative correlation 
between them, would nevertheless 
seem very desirable treat each 
these characteristics separately 
from the standpoint index. 
other words, would seem 
highly desirable give the bull both 
index for amount milk and for 
percentage butter fat for the sim- 
ple reason that breeder any 
breed should base his selection not 
only amount milk but also 
percentage butter fat. 


Gifford’s Index 


the other extreme stands 
the suggestion Professor War- 
ren Gifford the Missouri Ex- 
periment Station, set forth 
several publications, the 
effect that the daughters’ aver- 
age production can taken 
the bull’s index. other words, 
this system takes account the 

ams’ records whatsoever. Since 
this opposed the generally ac- 
cepted fact that sire and dam are 
the average equally and jointly 
responsible for the production 
their offspring, does not appeal 
very strongly the writer. 
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The Jersey Cattle Club has re- 
cently adopted this system, and has 
published booklet Jersey sires 
this method. The 
method was criticized 
Graves the September and 
October 10, 1932, issues Hoard’s 
Dairyman which the reader re- 
ferred. use the same example 
which was used for illustrating the 
Yapp index above with daughters 
averaging 10,000 pounds this would 
the bull’s index, the daugh- 
ters averaged only 7,000 pounds this 
would the bull’s index. The- 
oretically, easy imagine two 
bulls both whose daughters aver- 
age 10,000 pounds milk. Hence, 
these two bulls are apparently equal. 
research revealed, however, that 
the dams which one them was 
bred averaged 13,000 (this bull drop- 
ping the daughters 10,000) and the 
dams which the other was bred 
averaged 7,000 (this bull raising the 
daughters 10,000 pounds) the 
assumption that the two bulls were 
alike genetically from the stand- 
point transmitting ability would 
wholly unjustifiable. 

This system based the 
genetic theory the complete 
dominance the bull. This 
very peculiar expectation and 
does not jibe with every day breed- 
ing experiences which teaches that 
the characteristics the offspring 
are determined jointly both 
sire and dam. 


Mount Hope Index 


Mount Hope Farm, Williams- 
town, Massachusetts, proposed 
bull index based the theory that 
high milk production was partially 
dominant over low milk production. 
Dr. Goodale was the first suggest 
the separate handling amount 
milk and percentage butter fat. 
regards butter fat percentage, 
the Mount Hope index assumes that 
low butter fat percentage par- 
tially dominant. 
taken from Mount Hope publica- 
tion, explains the working the 
Mount Hope index for milk and 
butter fat percentage. 

Mount Hope Milk. Com- 
pute the average mature equivalent 
the milk production all daugh- 
ters the bull; also the average ma- 
ture equivalent the milk produc- 
tion the dams these daughters, 
and take the difference between 
these averages. 

the daughters’ average exceeds 
the dams’ average, add three-sev- 
enths (or .4286) the difference 
the daughters’ average get the 
bull’s milk index figure. 


the daughters’ average less 
than the dams’ average, subtract 
seven-thirds (or 2.333) the dif- 
erence from the daughters’ average 
get the bull’s milk index figure. 

Mount Hope Index—Butter Fat 
Per Cent. The index for percent- 
age butter fat obtained sim- 
ilar operations, but with different 
fractions. 

the daughters’ butter fat aver- 
age percentage exceeds the dams’ 
butter fat average percentage, add 
three-halves (or 1.5) the differ- 
ence the daughters’ average 
get the bull’s butter fat index. 

the daughters’ average less 
than the dams’ average, subtract 
two-thirds (or .6667) the differ- 
ence from the daughters’ average 
get the bull’s index. 

Mount Hope Fat. 
Multiply the milk index the in- 
dex figure for per cent butter fat. 

use the same example already 
used illustrate the Yapp and Gif- 
ford systems, the daughters aver- 
aged 10,000 pounds and the dams 
7,000 pounds then 10,000-7,000= 
3,000 x’s which 
added 10,000 giving 11285 
pounds the bull’s index accord- 
ing the Mount: Hope plan, 
the daughters averaged 7,000 and 
the dams 10,000 then would have 
multiplied this 
time 2.333 (because the daugh- 
ters produce less than their dams) 
=6999 which must subtracted 
from the daughters’ average 7,000 
leaving index for this bull one 
pound milk. seems hardly 
conceivable that any bull living to- 
day would poor this, and, 
course, the Mount Hope system 
some times gives negative quan- 
tity for the bull’s index which 
contradiction terms since cattle 
belong the family Mammalia 
which means milk 

This system based the 
genetic theory partial domi- 
nance high milk and low 
butter fat percentage. far 
the writer has been able learn 
there exists sound basis sup- 
port such theory. 

The writer firmly believes in- 
dexing bulls, and also believes 
that Mount Hope has rendered 
service bull indexing general 
stressing the importance treat- 
ing milk production and butter fat 
percentage separately. cannot, 
however, subscribe the theory 
that high milk production par- 
tially dominant over low produc- 
tion. Feeling, therefore, that the 
present Mount Hope index based 
upon fallacy cannot subscribe 
it.

New York tested 32,910, making 2.3 per cent all 
dairy cows, while Wisconsin came very close New 
York the number cows tested, that 32,444, 
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1.5 per cent. Pennsylvania tested 3.2 per cent 
the dairy cows, 28,775. New Jersey was second 
the per cent cows tested, testing seven per cent, but 
the total was much smaller, being 8,570. 


the number dairy herd improvement associa- 
tions for 1932, there were 881, which makes the year 
comparable that 1927 when there were 837. 


The ten states having the largest number associa- 
tion members rank the following order: Wisconsin, 
Pennsylvania, New York, California, 
Michigan, Ohio, Minnesota and Indiana. Those states 
having the largest number cows the associations 
are somewhat different than the largest number 
members and are follows: California, New York, 
Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, Indiana, 
Michigan, Virginia and Minnesota.

than America. Against the 
gram-negative, rod-shaped bacteria, 
lye solutions are 
germicides. These micro-organisms 
are responsible for contagious abor- 
tion cattle, hemorrhagic septice- 
mia cattle and scours calves;

lary white diarrhea, fowl typhoid 
and fowl cholera poultry; dysen- 
tery, para-typhoid and hemorrhagic 
speticemia swine; well 
typhoid fever, dysentery and num- 
erous diseases man. 

Briefly, was found that solu- 
tions one part lye 800 
1,000 parts water are effective 
one per cent solutions carbolic 
acid when tested against the germ 
responsible for contagious abortion 
and other germs the same group. 
1:150 dilution made adding 
one thirteen ounce can high-grade 
household lye fifteen gallons 
either hot cold water provides 
ample margin safety and non- 
poisonous. This solution acted 
efficient disinfectant when ap- 
plied liberally the floors, stanch- 
ions and walls stables. Surfaces 
heavily coated with foreign material 
any kind must scraped and 
then thoroughly scrubbed with the 
lye solution. 
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Because peculiar physico- 
chemical reaction, lye solutions are 
not greatly affected temperature, 
and cold lye solutions are approxi- 
mately good disinfectants are 
hot solutions. This great ad- 
vantage lye, because prac- 
tically impossible maintain 
solution even warm after has come 
contact with cold barn floor. 
addition, lye solutions are free 
from the objectionable odors which 
are apt taint the milk. 

test under barn conditions the 
germicidal efficiency lye against 
Br. abortus (the germ responsible 
for contagious abortion) and related 
organisms, natural contamination 
was imitated closely possible. 
Marked areas barn floors were 
heavily contaminated with Br. abor- 
tus from broth cultures and from 
cultures containing twenty-five per 
cent egg white. The egg white was 
used simulate the albuminous 
discharges infected 
Samples from these treated areas 
were cultured before and various 
intervals after the application the 
1:150 lye solution. instance 
was possible recover gram- 
negative, non-sporulating organisms 
such Br. abortus and colon bac- 
teria from floors gutters after 
five minutes exposure 1:150 lye 
solution.
